In teaching mathematics, chalk and talk method is widely adopted till 
today in the primary education in India. Even now most of the children 
are seated as passive listeners in mathematics classes; as a result they 
show no interest towards mathematics and ultimately achievement level 
of pupils are going down in Addition, Subtraction, Multiplication and 
Division (ASMD) skills. Most of the teachers reveal that primary students 
have problems in learning the basic operations of ASMD exercises. They 
are not capable of doing the exercises left by them. Pupil's involvement in 
the process of learning and teaching is practically nice in method. To 
solve the problems, researcher devised a self-learning-material, which is 
more effective in auto-learning than conventional method. The main aim 
of the paper was to identify the causes of difficulties of the learners in 
learning the ASMD operations, by doing the prescribed exercises at 
standard III and to solve the problems using the newly devised SLM. 


Single group experimental method was adopted for the study. Thirty 
pupils of Panchayat union primary school at Seenapuram, Perundurai 
Union, and Erode district were selected for the study. Achievement tests 
(pre-test and post-test) were considered as tools for the study. Problems 
of the pupils were identified by the pre-test. Researcher used the Newly 
Devised Self-Learning Material among the children who Scored more 
marks by using it. The New Device can be prepared with low-cost raw 
materials available everywhere. They design them for the pupils to 
handle and to learn by operations the device. 


Findings of the study are: 


(1) Students of Standard III have problems in acquiring the knowledge in 
ASMD of Mathematics. 


(2) There is difference between pre and post-test in achievement scores of 
the pupils.

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ENHANCING THE ATTENDANCE RATE OF STANDARD VI STUDENTS 
IN A PANCHAYAT UNION MIDDLE SCHOOL -THROUGH COMMUNITY 
PARTICIPATION- A CASE STUDY

The Sarva Shiksha Abiyan (SSA) scheme was introduced in 2002 with 
the main objective of giving Quality Primary Education to all children, 
from different walks of life before 2010 by reducing the drop-out rate. 
But, the investigator during her visits to the schools for school 
observation programme found that some students in class VI were not 
regular in attendance. Some students’ enrole in the beginning of the 
academic year, but fails to continue the classes, maintain irregular 
attendance due to many reasons. They can be identified as potential 
dropouts. These potential dropouts are found to be high in class VI, 
because once the children joins class I they somehow complete class V. 
Class VI serves as a bridge for primary and upper primary classes. Once 
students complete class VI, they will continue to study till class VIII. 
One can attribute so many reasons for dropping out at class VI, syllabus, 
change of school, area, new environment etc. 


The investigator on discussion with the Head Master of the school found 
that Poverty, Family back round and Societal Pressure are some of the 
barriers for the students’ discontinuance. To find out the real cause for 
dropping out at class VI, and to make the identified students retain in 
their classes, this study has been taken up. 


The investigator analysed the attendance registers of class VI (both A and 
B sec) and found 11 students (out of 115) were not regular in attendance 
(10 boys, 1 girl). The main reasons for their absence were identified as 
Heavy Syllabus, Sibling care, Access to the school, Parents illiteracy and 
Influence of bad friends. With the help of the Community Members 
€specially by involving the VEC members the m ipai was able to 
bring them back to school through Personal Family Care, Guidance and 
Counseling, Severe Monitoring and by popularizing the Governments 
Scheme. 


1.100% Enrolment, 100% retention every thing is possible only if a good 
Tapport is maintained between the school and the community. The 
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members of the VEC should identify the regular absentees in all 
standards and should administer necessary action for their retention. 
The class teacher should inform the number of regular absentees to the 
committee for immediate action. 


2. It is in the hands of the VECs, Head master and Class Teacher to 
popularize the Government scheme, fundamental utility of education. If 
the teachers and the local leaders take care and initiatives to solve the 
problem of suffering children, definitely cent percent attendance in a 
class is not a myth and one day it would become a reality. 
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DETERMINANTS OF INSTRUCTIONAL EFFECTIVENESS FOR 
QUALITY PRIMARY EDUCATION: WHAT RESEARCH SAYS

Quality is at the heart of education and what takes place in classrooms 
and other learning environments is fundamentally important to the 
future well being of the learner. The effectiveness of learning depends on 
what pupils, as well as teachers, bring to the task. Over the 1980s, 
studies of the determinants of effective instruction began to show more 
consistent results. It seemed that, at primary level, effective learning 
time, teaching strategies and instruction, class organization and 
Management, and assessment and teachers’ expectations were all 
significant factors in improving pupil performance (Stallings, 1985). 
Research on instructional advancements of the last 40 years, particularly 
in the areas of cognitive processing, teacher effects, and teaching of 
cognitive strategies, revealed some effective instructional principles, e.g. 
(i) present new materials in small Steps; (i) help students develop an 
organization for the new material; (iii) guide student practice; (iv) provide 
for extensive student practice, that have relevance for today's teachers 
and students. The findings of these researches allow educators to 
articulate a major goal of education — helping students develop well 
organized knowledge structure. The instructional implications derived 
from these studies also help to know Something about how to help 
students acquire these structures. 
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IMPACT OF SARVA SIKHYA ABHIYAN ON THE ACHIEVEMENT OF

32 students of an Upper Primary 
School were selected for the purpose of the study. It was a single group 
with Pre-Test and Post-Test design. Interventions were extended to the 
learners through a variety of language games like word pyramid, word- 
box, puzzles, riddles, rhyming words, jumbled words and making 
connected sentences using clue words. First the investigator explained 
the techniques of the game and then provided the learners with practice 
work to strengthen the vocabulary. After a period of two weeks a Post- 
Test was administered on the learners and the results of the Post-Test 
were compared with that of the Pre-Test. The achievement of the learners 
was found increased. Thus, the experiment proved effective. 


RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN TEACHING EFFECTIVENESS AND 
EMOTIONAL INTELLIGENCE

The present study attempted to examine the relationship between 
teacher effectiveness and emotional intelligence. The sample consisted of 
80 secondary teachers, 40 each from Government and Private schools of 
Bhopal, Madhya Pradesh. Teacher Effectiveness Scale (Kumar and 
Mutha, 1974) and Emotional Intelligence Scale (Hyde, Pethe and Dhar, 
2002) were administered to all the teachers. Findings indicated a high 
relationship between teacher effectiveness and emotional intelligence. 
The following factors of emotional intelligence such as self awareness, 
commitment, altruistic behaviour, empathy, self motivation and value 
Orientation were found to be related more to teacher effectiveness, and 
the relationship of factors with teacher effectiveness was more in case of 
teachers from private school management. Implications of the findings 
Were discussed from the point of view of teacher training.

EFFECTIVENESS OF CO OPERATIVE LEARNING IN TEACHING

Cooperative learning is the instructional use of small groups so that 
students work together to maximize their own and each other's learning. 
The present investigation aims at studying the effectiveness of 
Cooperative learning method as against Traditional method of teaching in 
terms of student's attainment. The study was carried out on a sample of 
107 elementary Teacher Education Trainees of final year which were 
divided into 20 Heterogeneous groups on the criteria of shy, below 
average, average and above average students, 10 groups were allotted to 
each control and experimental group. The data was analyzed by 
administering t - test, which indicated that cooperative learning method 
is more effective than traditional method of teaching. The achievement 
level of below average and shy pupil teachers is higher in cooperative 
learning method. It is evident that cooperative learning results in higher 
achievement, greater psychological health, ^ developing oral 
communication skills, social competence and helps in creating conducive 
learning environment in large classes. Cooperative learning should be 
promoted in education to bring out effective academic, psychological and 
social outcomes.

Teaching is a multisided interaction process which includes a 
host of activities like questioning, giving information, listening and such 
others. This study emphasises the effectiveness of questioning in 
teaching - learning processes. 


Significance: 

The study is significant in analysing the role of questioning in 
promoting thinking at different levels which in turn based on Taxonomy 
of objective and also to increase the active participation of the pupils in 
classroom teaching. The significance of the study can be visualized 
properly under following aspects. 

Taxonomy of objectives: 


The taxonomy of educational objective is basically a classification 
scheme, wherein the behavior of a child is governed by his development 
in three domains - Cognitive, Affective and Psychomotor. 


Teaching: 


Teaching is a complex task which can be systematically analysed into 
three phases like pre-active, interactive, post active phase. It is in the 
interactive phase the teacher can shape the behavior of child in a 
desirable manner. This interaction phase can be properly and effectively 
controlled and managed by questioning. 


Objectives of the study: 

To realize the need of asking questions based on the level of thinking and 
to understand the significant role of questioning in enhancing a 
meaningful and active participation of the pupils.

The class room teaching of 
twelve teachers of different schools in science subject has been observed 


on an account of school visit. 
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Statistical analysis: 


The total number of questions asked by all teachers is 182. among them 
86.996 questions falls under lower Cognitive level, except 3.6 % of 
questions , all the others comes under low order level. 


Findings: 


The teacher of upper primary levels are not aware of asking questions 
based on the level of thinking. They asked questions only at the lower 
Cognitive level, specifically knowledge based. They use to ask questions 
monotonously and not probing questions. They are also not aware of the 
significant contribution of questioning in class room teaching. 


Conclusion: 


The need of bringing awareness among the upper primary teachers in the 
skill of asking questions is justified by this study.

The Indian government is bound by the constitutional obligation to provide free and 
compulsory education to all children upto the age of 14 years. However, the programme of 
universal elementary education suffered a severe setback in a number of remote areas ( rural, hilly, 
and tribal ) of the country on account of non availability of qualified teachers. Due to 
inconvenient living conditions and inaccessibility of these areas, the city-based teachers are often 
unwilling to accept their assignments. Even those who manage to stay on for sometimes, fail to 
develop rapport with the local community. due to gap between the socio-cultural background of 
the teacher and that of the local community. The scheme of contract teachers popularly known as 
‘Para Teachers’ emerged on the horizon of elementary education in India to over come this 
problem and achieve the constitutional mandate. The scheme envisages that local educated youth, 
though academically under qualified and professionally untrained, could work as teacher and 
contribute in achieving the goal of universal primary education. These teachers are provided 
induction level training of short duration after recruitment and receive monthly honorarium at a 
fixed rate. A full-fledged system of primary education has, thus, come into existence in the 
country around para teachers and distinct from the regular school system and school teachers. 

The issue of inadequate training of para teachers and the quality of education imparted by 
them to children has been a matter of concern, and debate in the country. However, there is very 
little empirical evidence on the professional support provide to these teachers and their classroom 
performance. The present study made a pioneering effort to probe into this crucial yet unexplored 
area, which has wider implication for quality of education. This paper has been extracted from 8 
comprehensive study and is based on qualitative data of the induction level training programme at 
three training centers of Uttar Pradesh, and observation of classroom teaching of 45 para teachers 
who have undergone the training.

SCHOOL EFFECTIVENESS AND TEACHERS’ PROFILE: 
A STUDY OF PRIMARY SCHOOLS

The research entitled ‘School Effectiveness and Teachers’ Profile: A Study 
of Primary Schools’ was undertaken to search for the answer to the 
questions such as: What are the perceptions of stake holders of 
education about effective schools? What should be the criteria to 
measure school effectiveness? What are the significant factors affecting 
school effectiveness? Do the schools perceived as effective schools by the 
stakeholders of education fulfill the criteria to measure it? What is the 
profile of teachers in the effective schools? And is there any significant 
difference in the profile of teachers across the effective schools? 


Both quantitative and qualitative methods were used for conducting the 
study. The sample for the study was selected through multistage random 
and purposive sampling technique. 


The study revealed that the stakeholders of education perceived that the 
effective schools are those where: the teachers are punctual; Head 
Masters' leadership is effective; discipline is well maintained; teachers 
take care of students; all basic facilities are available; every student gets 
opportunity to participate in co-curricular activities; the examination 
results are good, the students achieve higher levels of learning and 
develop good habits and manners. 


Various aspects of input, process and output were found to be the 
criteria for measuring school effectiveness. Almost all the factors related 
to input, process and output of the school were found to be affecting the 
School effectiveness. 


On the whole the identified effective schools were found to be in the 
category of more effective schools. These schools were found to be in 
the same category when evaluated in terms of input, process and output 
Separately. 


The teachers of identified effective schools were found to possess high 
Profile in terms of their background and professional characteristics. 


No significant difference was found in the profile of teachers across the 
effective schools. The need to improve the school processes particularly 
the classroom practices, evaluation process, community involvement, 
academic supervision and use of library emerged out of the study.

Leadership, role-model, coaching, educating, guiding and shaping are the major 
requirements for the teachers to guide the pupils properly in the field of education. If 
they do not know the adequate knowledge about the pupils in all aspects, it is not 
possible to guide very well not only to acquire the competencies but also to maintain 
the quality of education.
